Even before the cam paign y ear 
session opened at I p.m., a split 
developed over the met hod* of a t­ 
tacking the appropriation prob­ 
lem . 
House Speaker Roy H am lin (D j 
of M arion County said he thought 
the cu rren t special session should 
do the whole job. But some Sen­ 
ate leaders urged that only em er­ 
gency needs be met now, leaving 
the rest for study between now 
and the regular session next J a n ­ 
uary. 
Political Firew orks 
T here was also a rum ble of po­ 
litical firew orks in this election 
year. 
Technically, the legislators are 
P an ted to considering the 
few 
subjects listed for them in Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly’s form al procla­ 
m ation calling the session. 
A ctually, there is nothing to 
prevent politically m inded m em ­ 
bers from raising any num ber of 
other issues in i evolutions and in 
speeches. Several law m akers In­ 
dicated they planned to do th a t at 
every opportunity. 
The opening day’s schedule was 
expected to be brief. 
A fter convening at I p.m., both 
houses planned to reinstate th eir 
old officers by resolution, then 
invite the governor to address a 
joint session. 

Joseph W. M ar­ 
tino (D) of St. Louis, House ap ­ 
propriations chairm an, planned to 
introduce the m ain money bills 
carrying out the Budget D epart­

recom m endations 
and
